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Demand for. Manhood Suffrage 
Is Met by Unpopular State- 
ment by Chancellor. 





BERLIN, Jan. 10.—A demand made in 
the Prussian Landtag today for man- 
hood suffrage in Prussia brought out 
the statement from Prince von Buelow, 
the Imperial Chancellor, that while the 
matter required reform, the Government 
cid not consider that manhood suffrage 
would be good for the State, and that 
secfet voting would not be permitted. 

This statement was distinctly unpop- 
ular with the people, who had gathered 
in large numbers outside the building. 
Rioting began and the ‘police were 
epeedily reinforced. The demonstrants 
spread through the city, and to control 
them the police had charge with 
drawn sabcrs A number of the riot- 
ers were injured, and some of the police 
sustained wounds. 

Motion Is Lost 

Th» motion for manhood suffrage was 
rejected without a division. 

The Voerwaerts, the leading Socialist 
organ, is distributing extras this after- 
noon, declaring that the hour has struck 
for the masses to demand representation 
in Parliament. 

Prince von Buelow admitted in debate 
that the system required reform. The 
(jovernment had been Sturiying the ques- 
tion for a long time, he said, but he 
did not yet know exactly what direc- 
tion the reform would take. The Con- 
servative party, he declared, would not 
permit the solid foundations of the 
Prussian elective system to be shaken. 
He said the demonstrations jin tne 
streets this morning had not made the 
slightest impression on the Government. 
He concluded nis remarks amid a storm 
of hisses and che«

Jeptha D. Howe, Chairman of the Re- 

| publican City Committee, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that he will 
contest before the Board of Election 
Commissioners the right of the congres- 
sional committees of the Tenth and 
Eleventh districts to call a direct pri- 
mary to nominate delegates to the Re- 
publican National Convention. 

Mr. Howe contends that there is no 
authority under the primary laws of 
Missouri for electing delegates to a na- 
tlonal convention by direct primary, and 
that such a procedure is in violation of 
the call of the national committee, which 
provides that the delegates must be 
elected by conventions. 

Will Fight in Courts. 

Mr. Howe said that in the event the 
Board of Election Commissioners does 
not declare the primaries illegal and re- 
fuses to recognize the calls of the con- 
gressional committees, the fight will be 
carried to the courts, and then to the 
floor of the national convention. 

The calling of direct primaries, under 
the influence of Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus and his followers, is carrying out 
the plans of Speaker Joseph G. Cannon 
and Joseph Keeler, campaign manager 
foi Vice-President Frirbanks, who con- 
ferred with Niedringnaus and others in 
&t. Louis a week ago last Sunday. If 
Niedringhaus is able ‘to carry out this 
a it will mean that the delegates 

m the three St. Louis districts will 
£0 uninstructed to the national conven- 
-ffon, regardless of the fact that the 
State Committee has declared for Taft. 

Two Districts Decide. 

The Congressional Committee of the 
Tenth District decided to hold a direct 
frimary at a meeting Thursday night. 
The Eleventh District Committee at a 
meeting Wednesday right, took the same 
action. The Twelfth District Commit- 
tec Will meet Feb. 15 to decide whether 
to elect delegates by “onvention or direct 
primary. 

The Congressional] committees have 
selected three of their numbers to name 

primary judges and clerks. Howe 
; maintains that this gives the Niedring- 
haus faction the power to select the 
election officials who will count the 
votes. 

“The call of the National Committee 
directs that the Congressional District 
delegates shall be selected by conven- 
' tions called by the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee of each district,’ said 
Howe, “but it further provides that they 
may be elected in conformity to the elec- 
tion laws of the State in which the elec- 
tions are held. The primary laws. of this 
State provide only for primury elections 
for the nomination of candidates for 
public office, or for the managing of- 
ficials of political parties.

LOCKED IN HIS CABIN 





One Mark on Body Is Only 
Evidence of Violence 
Found. 


CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 10.—A_ case 
which may prove to be a mysterious 
murder, for which robbery .3 supposed 
to have been the moi ‘e, or the result 
of apoplexy, was uncovered today when 
the body of Charles Howard, a 
wealthy veteran of the Civil War and 
owner of St. Louis real estate, was 
found in his launch, the Rambler, at 
the foot of Combia street, Newport, Ky., 
just across the river from here. The 
discovery was made by a policeman who 
had been notified by members of the 
Newport Boat Club that Howard had 
not been seen about his boat during 
the day. 

The officer found the door of the little 
cabin on the Rambler so tightly locked 
that he was obliged to take the door 
off its hinges. The door evideniiy had 
been locked from the outside. Howard's 
body was founu lying face downward in 
the middle of the floor. It was partly 
divested of clothing which séemed to 
have been torn off forcibly. There 
were also othe? evidences of a strug- 
gle, but the only mark «f violence on 
the body was a slight abrasion on the 
back of the head. 

Well Known on River, F 

Howard has been a familiar character 
along the Ohio River for some time, 
living alone in the large _ gasoline 
launch since the separation from his 
wife several years ago. He had con- 


siderable means and the launch was 
the finest plying on the Ohio. He pur- 
chased it in Boston a little more than a 
year ago. 

-s newspaper clipping telling of a di- 
vorce suit that is pending in Los 
Angeles, Cal., states that Howard is the 
owner of property in St. Louis worth 
$40,000, and that his holdings in Los 
Angeles are valued at $45,000. 

Receipts for 6000 shares of Armigo- 
za mining stock and 5000 shares of 
Chloride mining stock and certificates 
showing that Howard was a member 
in good standing of Pasadena (Cal.) 
Lodge, Knights of Pythias, and Stan- 
ton Lodge, G. A. R., in Los Angeles, 
were found. A few days ago How- 
ard told several members of the boat 
club that he intended to settle’up his 
affairs in Cincinnati, sell his launch 
and move to California. 

Murder Theory Accepted.

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QUEER MALADY PREVAILS 
IN LANSING, BUT PERSONS 
FIRST STRICKEN RECOVER 


Health Board Biames Atmospher- 
ical Conditions, Said to Have 
Produced Germ. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

wANSING, Mich., Jan. 10.—The pe- 
culiar malady with which three-fourths 
of the inhabitants of Lansing and its 
immediate vicinity have been seized in 
the last 72 hours still prevails, but the 
severity of the attack is diminishing and 
many of the patients have recovered, al- 
though new cases are being reported. 

Business, which has been retarded, has 
b*gun to resume its usual course, and 
attendance at schools is increased, but 
is still below the normal. 

In nearly every instance patients were 
seized with extreme nausea, and acute 
intestinal disturbance and often with 
fever. Frank W. Shumay, Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, discussing 
the strange outbreak, said today: 

“I think it may be due to atmospher- 
ical conditions producing a germ attack- 
ing the stomach and intestinal organs, 
such condition being local in extent, as 
similar outbreaks have not been report- 
ed except from places in the immediate 
vicinity of Lansing and particularly to 
the south and west. Analysis made of 
the city water supply by this department 
shows it to be perfectly frea from animal 
matter or harmful bacteria and its 
chemical properties are excellent and not 
in any sense harmful.’’ 


CONGRESS WANTS DETAILED 
REPORT ON NATIONAL BANKS

A great gash in the earth and slopes 
bared of everything except the shattered 
trunks of trees, mark the spot and tell 
the story of the explosion of the glaze 
mill of the Phoenix powder plant tn the 
timbered hills half way between Belle- 
ville and East St. Louls, which shook St. 
Louis and the surrounding towns at 
10:30 o’elock Thursday night. 

That there was not another and far 
more violent explosion was due to 4 
men who beat out the flames that were 
creeping through underbrush toward 
the magazine, in which is stored ten 
times as much powder as was contained 
in the glazing mill. 

No lives were lost and only a few per- 
sons were injured. by broken glass and 
other fragments in the houses of the 
neighborhood, which were shattered by 
the force of the concussion. 


Alarm Is Soon Given, 


Discovery of the fire five minutes be- 
fore the explosion and the prompt giving 
of the alarm by employes prevented 
greater injuries, if not fatalities. 

The glazing mill, a 40 by 80 foot struc- 
ture, occupied a cup-like depression 
among the hills. No men were at work 
there at night, but it was kept in oper- 
ation by means of shafting from the en- 
gine house, controlled at a gear house a 
few feet from the glazing mill, which 
was visited.every hour by John Kohl, 
the night watchman. 

When Peter Humes, a wheelman, at 
work at the wheelhouse, half a mile 


from the glazing mill, saw ‘a glare ‘in: 


that direction at 10:25 he ran down to 
the engine house and the engineer, Otis 
Hughes. He sounded the fire signal on 
the whistle, and the seven men at work 
about the plant ran for safety. They 
were, besides the three mentioned, 
Charlies Hughes, fireman, and Harry 
Neilson, Adam Hall and Ray Berry, 
wheelmen. 

Charles Hughes ran among the resi- 
dences on Briar Hill shouting a warning 
and the aroused inmates fled. 

The fire was in the gearhouse, and is 
gaid to have been caused by a hot box- 
Exactly at 10:30, as shown by the clocks 
stopped by the shock, the explosion 
came. Men, women and children, fleeing 
for safety, were dashed to the ground. 
Windows in all the houses within a 
radius of two miles were shattered. It 
was heard with terrifying distinctnesss 
in St. Louls, East St. Louls, Belleville 


and for distances of 40 miles. The shock 


was felt in some places 60 miles away. 

The concussion partly wrecked the 
magazine and the corning mill, each 
several hundred yards away. 


Doors Are Blown Of. 


The residence most damaged was that 
of P. J. Carpenter, the superintendent, 
on Briar Hill, nearest the scene. All of 
the windows were shattered, doors were 
blown off their hinges and the plaster- 
ing was shaken from the walls. Folding 
doors on the first floor were shattered 
and blown from their casings. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter had run out 

of the house with the four children when 
the whistle blew and were running away 
when the explosion occurred. 
_An increasing glare over the hilltop in- 
dicated that the leaves and underbrush 
were burning. Superintendent Carpenter 
rallied the employes and volunteers, and 
at great peril they fought the flames 
with blankets and clubs and prevented 
them from reaching the magazine and 
the corning mill. 

There had been 32,500 pounds of powder 
in the glazing mill, but in the magazine 
there were 200,000 pounds and in the Corn 
ing mill a great quantity also. 

Mrs. Joseph Havel received the most 
severe injuries, She was standing at the 
window of her home on Briar Hil when 
the explosion came, holding her baby ir 
her arms. The sash was blown in, 
striking her. She fell to the floor, un 
conscious, with cuts about thé head and 
face. 

Boy Is Severely Cut. 


Robert Cermak, l4-year-old son of Jo- 
seph Cermak, was severely cut by 
broken glass. A number of others re- 
ceived painful, but not serious, brulses 
and cuts. Mrs. N. Boler was in a hys- 
terical condition for hours after the ex- 
plosion. The wife of Peter Humes was 
80 excited that when her husband 
reached his home from the mill she did 
not recognize him, but -thought he had 
come to tell her of the death of her hus- 
band, When she did recognize him she 
fainted in his arma.

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Baumhoff and “Dave” Dyer 
Will Testify in 
Defense. 





In his cross-examination Friday after- 
noon, Francis B. Runder, former cash- 
ier of the Postoffice, being tried on the 
charge, of embezzling $7979.91 of the of- 
fice’s funds, testified that’ from seventy- 
five to one hundred shortages, in 
amounts ranging from $20 to $800, oc- 
curred in the office during his adminis- 
tration. The cross-examination followed 
his direct testimony in his own defense 
in the United States District Court. 

He said he did not report the shortages 
because he believed they would reflect 
gn his standing as cashier, and hecause 
he hoped the mistakes would be discov- 
ered or the money found. 

He declared he did not get any of the 
money and did not know who did get it. 
He replied with an indignant negative 
to a question of Attorney Daues, who 
asked if he had not been pocketing the 
money. 

He admitted having told relatives 
that he had used $3000 of his mother’s 
money to cover a postoffice shortage, 
but said this story was false when he 
told it, and that he told it te keep the 
money from being used by one of the 
family in an unpromising investment. 

Runder said that. he received no in- 
struction from Postmaster Wyman as to 
the manner of depositing money in the 
Subtreasury. Neither, he _ said, did 
Baumhoff, Wyman’s predecessor, give 
him any such instructions. 

In answer to the question what funds 
were on hand Jan. 1904, he said he 
could not tell, and no one could tell. 

Motions to Acquit Overruled. 

Runder’s defense opened Friday. Two 
motions that the jury be ordered to ac- 
quit- Runder were overruled by Judge 
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Carland. 

The question whether Postmaster Wy- 
man’s receipt, given to Baumhoff when 
the office changed hands, covered the 
$6500 shortage is perhaps the most im- 
portant one that has been raised. 

Assistant Postmaster Stice, formerly a 
xostoffice Inspector, testified to Run- 
der’s statement, made to him, that the 
money had been taken during the Wy- 
man administration, to fill up a deficit 
under the Baumhoff regime. 

Attorney Clopton, representing Run; 
der, asked Stice if it was not a fact 
that Wyman gave Faumhoff a receipt 
in full. 

“T know that he did not give him a 
receipt in full,’’ replied Stice. 

“What amount was excepted from his 
receipt?’’

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10.—Eugene 
Schmits and Ase Ruef, who received a 
decision in their favor from the District 
Court of Appeals, are today both in the 
County Jail in custody of the new 
Sheriff. They will appeal in court this 
morning when an effort will be made to 
have their bonds reduced. 

Schmitz is held on 45 indictments, 
with bonds to the amount of $400,000. 
Ruef‘is held on 122 indictments, his 
bonds amounting to $1,570,000. If their 
request for a reduction is not complied 
with in the 1. wer court, both will take 
the case direct to the Supreme Court. 

The cases of Patrick Calhoun, Thorn- 
well Mullally, William M. Abbott, Tirey 
L. Ford, Ruef, Schmitz and former 
Supervisor P. P. Bicholas come up for 
trial on bribery charges at the same 
time. 

Prosecution to Continue. 

According to the statements of the 
prosecution, the decision will not affect 
the trial of Schmitz and Ruef on the 
other charges against them, which will 
be proceeded with as rapidly as pos- 


sible. 
fr statement issued by Judge Dunne 
of the trial court that convicted Schmitz, 
scoring the members of the Court of 
Appeals, has created almost as much of 
a sensation as the decision. After sayy 
ing he regretted that the decision should 
have been made by a court ‘‘whose mem- 
bers have relatives indicted for the same 
offenses involved in Schmitz’s case,’’ he 
concluded with: 

“The jury which returned this ver- 
dict will be remembered with respect 
and honor in the community long after 
the court which set aside the verdict 
has been forgotten.’’

DANVILLE, Ill, Jan. 10,—W. J. 
Bryan, who spoke last night at a ban- 
quet tendered him by the Bryan Demo- 
crats, declared it his belief that Speak- 
er Joseph G. Cannon would be the Re- 
publican candidate for President and 
that he (Bryan)* would oppose Mr. Can- 
non.

HADLEY TAKES STATEMENTS 
FROM INSURANCE COMPANIES 


Evidence in Suit to Annul 67 Char- 
ters Is Heard at South- 


ern Hotel. 


Attorney-General Hadley’s quest for 
evidence in his suit to annul the’ char- 
ters of 67 insurance companies compris- 
ing the Western Union was renewed 
at the Southern Hotel Friday, when P. 
D. McGregor, manager of the Queen In- 
surance Co. of Chicago anu John Mar- 
shall of Chicago, secretary of the West- 


‘rn Union, were examined. 

The Attorney-General charges that the 
insurance companies in this organiza- 
tion are in a conspiracy to control rates, 
using for that purpose what is known 
as the Waterworth tariff, by means of 
which uniform schedules are malio- 
tained. 

McGregor denied that there was any 
unlawful agreement among the §itn- 
surance companies, but said thev did 
use certain tariffs as the basis of rates, 
although the companies were not bound 
by these tariffs. :

BUILDING TRADES’ STRIKE OFF 


Compromise Wage Scale Is Adopt- 
ed by Belleville Workmen. 


The strike of the carpenters, hodcar- 
riers and bricklayers i- Belleville, which 
has practically tied up building opera- 
tions there since last May, was official- 
ly declared at an end Thursday night, 
and the men went to work Friday at 
@ cents an hour, the compromise wage. 

When the Carpenters’ Union deciared 
the strike, the men were getting 47% 
cents an hour, and demznded 52% cents. 
The State Board of Arbitration suggest- 
ed 3) cents an hour, but the carpenters 
refused it, and the hodecarriers and 
bricklayers struck through sympathy. 

At a meeting of the Joint Committee 
of the unions and the Master Bulldérs 
Association the compromise wage was 
accepted by th carpenters, and an 
agreement Was made to settle future dis- 
agreements by arbitration.

‘ee McAnulty, Former Barber 
Representative, Before 
Grand Jury. 
BRIBERY IS CHARGED

Money Passed for the Award- 
ing of Contracts, It Is 
Said. 


James T. McAnulty, former represen- 
tative of the Barber Asphalt Co., was 
a witness before the grand jury Friday 
afternoon in its investigation of the in- 
fluences behind the delay in paving 
legislation, and the favors shown to cer- 
tain contractors. 

As was told in the 
original expose of tlic pavins scandal 
last October, McAnulty had an inter- 
view with William R. Coyne, who was 
regarded as an agent of the House of 
Delegates combine, about -paving mat- 
ters. 

In this interview McAnulty has ad- 
mitted, he told Coyne that the asphelt 
companies “might pay 10 cents 2 Yard, 
the old price,” for legislation. Covne's 
reply was that no 2sphalt hil! would 
be passed for less than 2 cents a square 
yard, it is said. 

Other witnesses Iriday afternoon were 
Foxhall McCormtck, a paving con- 

tractor; Sewer Commissioner Fardw?ll 
and ©, D. Buntin, treasurer of the Gran- 
ite-Bituminous Paving Co. 

Money Dealt Freely. 

‘An official at the i‘our Courts told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that the 
grand jury has learned that large sums 
of money have been spent by a paving 
company for ‘“‘promotion expenses” in 
St. Louis. He said the evidence now in 
hand points to the fact that prepara- 
tions were being made for the use or 
‘promotion’ money to procure favor- 
able action on bills now pending in the 
Municipal Assembly. 

It is believed by the grand jury that 
several street paving bills were hel: 
up by the House of Delegates pending 
negotiations between promotion agents 
and legislative agents. When these n 
gotiations failed the bills were killed. 

The grand jury has found that the 
difficulty in the way of the investigation 
is that Eastern agents of the paving 
company. visited St. Louis to disburse 
the promotion fund, and then disap- 
peared. While, thé local company has 
charged large sums for expenses, the 
resident managers say they have no 
knowledge as to how it was used. The 
grand jury is anxious to get information 
on. this subject. 

~ Agents Worked Discretely. . 

The identi*g@e-oftheetraveling agents, 
accor@ing tO Four Courts information, 
was often unknown to either the local) 
manager or the persons with whom they 
did business. The legislative agent 
would be instructed to meet a stranger 
of a certain description at a designated 
time and place, and there the funds 
would change hands. The work was car- 
ried on with such system and secrecy 
that detection was almost impossible. 

Among the witnesses examined Thurs- 
day were ex-Street Commissioner M. J. 
Murphy, ex-City Register P. R. Fitz- 
Gibbon, who represents several asphalt 
companies; ex-Park Commissioner Rob- 
ert Aull and some paving contractors. 
Delegates Gevers and Gallagher of the 
Public Improvements Committee of the 
House of Delegates were also examined. 
Delegate Bourg was excused until Fri- 
day. 

The grand jury 1s trying to find some 
lead that will produce specific informa- 
tion as to graft in street improvement 
matters. For two days the grand jury 
has devoted almost its entire attention 
to paving investigation. The members 
of the grand jury are working with ener- 
gy, and aré anxious to procure evi- 
dence that will clear up the questions 
that are now difficult of solution. 


“Inferior Material Used” 
Ex-City Register FitzGibbon said be. 
fore going into the grand jury room that 
much inferior material has been used 
in making St. Louis streets. He said 
if the proper ‘kind of asphalt were used 
streets would wear for many years 
under almost any kind of traffic. He 
said that Broadway in New York was 
paved with asphalt by one of the com.

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BULLYING IN HIGH PLACE. 

Nothing is easier than lying except calling hard 
names. Most men are under wholesome restraint 
as to the latter, however, because hard names 
are likely to be resented. 

It is a rule among men of courage to character- 
ize no adversary offensively beyond his hearing. 
In Congress, where personal disputes are com- 
mon, there can be no verbal attack upon a mem- 
ber in his absence. The theory that if one is to 
express an offensive opinion of another he should 
“say it to his face’ is based on the supposition 
that the man assailed may feel called upon to 
respond, possibly with violence. 

There are many excellent reasons why the 
President of the United States should be cautious 
i the use of words in passing judgment on others, 
but the one, perhaps, which will appeal with most 
force to brave men is the fact that he cannot 
be answered in kind. The President is protected 
in the first place by his office and the universa! 
respect in which it is held. In the second place, 
there are laws safeguarding the President which 
do not apply to citizens in general. 

When the President applies harsh and fighting 
epithets to officers of the army and navy he at- 
tacks men who are silenced by the regulations of 
the service. They have no recourse except to 
resign. When he characterizes judges offensively 
and questions their motives they are mute be- 
cause there probably is not a judge in America 
who is not self-respecting enough to decline a 
scandalous controversy with the President. When 
he passes hasty and brutal judgments upon pri- 
vate citizens they have only to consider the wrong 
done them by a chief magistrate who condemns 
without a hearing. 

There are men in every community with whom 
even trifling disagreements are avoided, because 
it is known or believed that they will shoot on 
slight provocation. So, too, the fishwives of 
Billingsgate were shunned by all who disliked 
vituperation and uproar. The President of the 
United States who follows disagreement with a 
scream of “liar!’’ or who when crossed in any 
particular hastily places against the name of his 
adversary in the archives hot and insulting epi- 
thets may purchase immunity in that way for a 
season, but not for long. 

Individually and collectively the American peo- 
ple are not good subjects for bullying. They 
do not like to be dragooned themselves and they 
do not enjoy the process when it is inflicted upon 
others. They hate everything that savors of 
cowardice or tyrarny. They like responsibility. 
They despise a man, no matter what his station 
may be, who strikes and runs. They admire a 
fighter, but he must fight and he must give the 
other man a chance. 

Finally, the President of the United States is 
not a court of original or ultimate jurisdiction. 
Except as to the matters plainly left to his dis- 
cretion by law he is not a court at all. The severe 
judgments that he passes, the ugly words that he 
uses, the insulting characterizations which he 


would be deemed weird indeed, even if they fell 
from a judge commenting upon the solemn verdict 
of a jury. 

These things will pass away as surely as have 
many others cf the evils that have attached them- 
selves to popular government, and if remembered 
at all it will be with shame and regret. 
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Mr. Bryan is always hunting, finding and con- 
sidering “‘issues.’””

RAILWAY PROGRESS IN 1907. 
From the Chicago Record-Herald. 

During the year that has just ended 
the railroads of the countrty added to 
their mileage—apart from local exten- 
sions, sidetracks, etc.—some 5220 iniles 
of truck, as against 6€20 for. the pre- 
vious year. It is computed that the 
railroads spent in the twelvemonth: 
about $447,000,000 on improvements in 
rolling stock—cars and locomotives pur- 
chased of other companies. Those built 
in their shops are not included in this 





estimate, but they would make 4 very 
-onsiderable acddition to the total. The 
increase in expenditures for improve. 


ments was over 2% per cent of the cor- 
responding expenditures of 1906. 
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Ultra Violet Danger. 
From the Bclentific American. 

In an interesting lecture delivered be- 
fore the recent Congress of German Nat- 
ularists and Physicists, Dr. Schanz and 
Dr. Stockhausen discussed the action of 
ultra-violet rays on the eye. Dr. Stock- 
hausen, while working on electric arcs, 
had been attacked by a severe “electric” 
ophthalmia caused by the ultra-violet 
rays of this source of light. 

Such rays, While.invisible to the hu- 
man eye, are readily detected by means 
of photography. A glass plate inserted 
between the eye and the illuminant had 
so far been considered a sufficient safe- 
guard, but Dr. Stockhausen, though pro- 
tected by eyeglasses, was made serious- 
ly ill. 

Ordinary protective spectacles will al- 
low the blue ultra-violet rays to pass 
with ease. Smoke-ray spectacles, while 
reducing the intensity of the rays, as 
they do those of the visible spectrum, 
will not extinguish them entirely. 

Further experiments were made on the 
percentage of ultra-violet rays in arti- 
ficial illuminants, decomposing their 
light by the aid of Watt’s spectographs. 
The results wf those investigations, ex- 
tending frota pine torches and Roman 
oil lamps to the most recent electric 
lamps, show the percentage of ultra- 
violet rays to have increased greatly 
with the increasing intensity and tem- 
perature of our artificial illuminants. 

In the eye itself, the lens will protect 
the retina against the effects of ultra- 
violet rays. By submitting the lens to 
the action of these rays a strong fluor- 
escence is obtained, showing the conver- 
sion of the invisible into visible rays. 
Now the question arises whether or not 
in the course of time this conversion of 
energy will result in appreciable altera- 
tions of the transforming organ. 

Some experimenters have indeed ob- 
served an alteration of the lens when 
subjected to an intense ultra-violet radi- 
ation, and it is suggested that the cata- 
ract observed in old age is due to such 
a cause. 

The authors finally point out the de- 
sirability of designing efficient safe- 
guards against the action of ultra-violet 
rays, which are the more imperative, 
as, apart from the possibility of accel- 
erating the occurrence of old age cata- 
ract, these rays doubtless irritate the 
front part of the eye.

This ts the loudly self-assertive creature, whose one idea 
of denionstrating her own possession of brains is to deny 
them to everyone else, and who makes as much noise over her own idcas- and 
witticisms as a particularly high strung lien does over her eggs. She shares, 
too, the hen's belief that the finest and only egg is that she is celebrating 
with such vociferation. 

It is only this type, whose cleverness is mostly noise and fury. signifying 
nothing, that the American man dislikes. The woman with real brains finds 
that men greet anything resembling oricinality in women with a degree of ap- 
preciation that is almost touching. The very stupid man resents feminine 
cleverness, perhups. But among Americens there are few very stupid men, An 
American respects brains wherever he finds them, even if it be in the head of 
lis own wife.

[) “counes is growing at a rate faster than perhaps any other city in the 





country, says Rabbi Leo M. Franklin in Charities and The Commons. 

Awake as never before to its great industrial opportunities, the Board of 
Commerce is bringing to the city great enterprises that mean inevitably a growin: 
population of the working clatses. Factories employing thousands of men are 
springing up everywhere. The automobile industry alene has brought to Detroi: 
upwards of thirty thousand men in the last few years, and the number is cou- 
stantly growing. 

Now the question arises: What are we to do with these newcomers? The. 

inevitable result is twofold. In the first place, the hovelgs that are already 
shamefully overcrowded are filled a little fuller, for is there not always room 
for one more? 
The second result of the growth of population is even more to be regretted, 
for it tends to renew and perpetuate the evils of which we are speaking. When 
certain classes of landlords realize that they can easily rent anything that 
bears ‘the semblance of a house, they do one of two things. Either they buil1 
ghamélessly small, poorly ventilated shacks on such vacant property as they 
can find (shacks are seldom demolished in the crowded quarters) or they add to 
the existing hovel a second story, {f it can stand the weight, and thus make a 
“double-decker’’ of it. | 

The result is that a housing problem inevitably grows with an increase of 
population, unless wise measures to stem it be taken at the outset of the 
period of increased material prosperity. It is not the tenement problem in 
Detroit, for that I conceive to be something enti: ‘ely different. It is purely a 
condition of overcrowding. Nor is this condition unique. In Great Britain where 
the housing problem 's infinitely greater than in America, except for the city 
of New York, there exists outside of Edinburg h and Glasgow no _ tenement 
problem at all.

HALE’S NAVY BILL IS 





It Is Taken to Mean That Presi- 
dent’s Course Is Regarded 


With Disfavor. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—‘‘No_ per- 
manent board of any kind shall be 
hereafter appointed by the Navy De- 
partment or c~atinued in operation un- 
less expressly provided for by law, after 
the passage of this act.”” 

“Officers in the various staff corps 
of the navy shall hereafter have actual 
rank and title as now established for 
the staff corps of the army. This pro- 
vision shall in uo case carr with it 
command over any vessel of the Navy 
Department; Lut such command shall be 
exercised onlyebyv line officers.” 

These two stipulations, contained in a 


naval personnel bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Hale, constitute the most polite and 
drastic criticism which has recently been 
administrated by a Republican legislator 
to President Roosevelt. A _ strict in- 
terpretation of the two clauses means 
that Senator ssale, chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, and prac- 
tically floor leader of his party in the 
Senate, disapproves of the President's 
course in designating Surgeon Stokes to 
command the hospital ship Relief, there- 
by leading to an open break with Ad- 
miral Broi.nson, who declared none but 
line officers should be in charge of 
naval vessels. .. alsO means that the 
manipulation of boards in the Navy De- 
partment by executive order and without 
authority from Congress, is regarded 
with severe disfavor.
